Dnlortunately, however, the Press i an 
exotic, which has only taken feeble root in 
any. part of the Central Kingdom, Apart 
from the two papers published in the British 
Setilement. at Shanghai, there are only the 
Shil-pao at Tiontsia and the Kwang-pao at 
Canton, and neither of ‘these can boast of 
much healthy vigour, The former, moreover, 
ig published in the foreign settlament, and 
the latter is» semi-official organ, which is 
evidently afraid to comment in an indepen- 
dent manner on passing events, and being 
compelled to avoid treading on the official 
toes, it has to touch very lightly on any sub- 
jects calling for reform. Tha Shen-pao, on 
the other hand, flourishing among the more 
+invigorating surroundipgs of the Model Set- 
tlemant, enjoying freedom’ from censorship, 
@ lnege circulation, and the support of a wide 
‘constituency, apeaka out boldly, and com- 
mands attention even at Peking as the 
monthpiece of the smell progressive party iu 
the waritime provinces. This “paper is a 
journdlistie success, sud we believe the Hu- 
pao (a younger rival) is also prospering. 
But no great inland city of China—though 
‘the Chinese are a reading people—possesses 
& newspaper, and the success of the Shen-pao 
has failed to excite emulation, for the tea 
obvious reason that no Chinaman can’ ba 
found safliciently venturesome to start such 
an undertaking. Tho fact speaks volumes, 
‘and it is to be feared is a eartain indication 
of the'forees which the pioneers of progress 
will havé to grapple with in this great cun- 
servative, empire.
